In previous request for reconsideration, it was referred to pages 24-25 of the 
pamphlet, which was in vigor in 1 992, as a "General Information Concerning Patents - a 
brief introduction to patent matters- " published by the U.S. Department of Commerce - 
Patent and Trademark Office — in 1 984. These pages and the cover page of this pamphlet 
are reproduced below. It was also referred to page L-13 of July 1989 version of U.S.C. 
title 35 and to page L-14 of November 1992 version of U.S.C. title 35, pages where 
appears article 1 54 of said title at the time. These pages are reproduced below too.- 

In same request, re United States v. Winstar Corp. et al. (95-865), 518 U.S. 839 
(1996) before the Supreme Court of the United States, re Centex Corp. v. United States, 
395 F. 3d 1 283 (Fed. Cir. 2005) and re First Heights Bank, FSB v. United States, 422 F.3d 
1311 (Fed. Cir. 2005) were cited as relevant cases of US common law ("Winstar" cases). 
First page of these decisions will appear below. 

As commentaries, it should be added to the damage section of said request for 
reconsideration that a condemnation by a court of the PTO for abusive reduction of a 
patent term in a breach of contract wrongly based on URAA would make publicity to 
other patentees disappointed for same reduction and would put PTO at risk of facing a 
class action claiming globally still heavier damages.
